In the Allium odorum group, this new species is striking in having small 
obtuse tepals and long-exserted stamens.

The nomenclature concerning Murdannia Royle (1840) was recently discussed 
by Brenan, but there is still an earlier name which was not mentioned in 
his. paper. It is Ditelesia Rafin., FI. Tellur. 3: 69 (1837) typified by “ D. 
nudiflora Raf. ”. Rafinesque did not cite basionym, as he often did so, but if 
We follow the precedent shown by Merrill and Brenan, that specific epithet 
was derived from Commelina nudiflora L. Under the circumstance, Ditelesia 
belongs to Murdannia defined by Bruckner and Brenan, and it was actually 
published a year before Dilasia Rafin. (1838) and Streptylis Rafin. (1838). In 
conclusion, however, I approve of Brenan's proposal to conserve Murdannia in 
order to avoid many new combinations, and propose to add Ditelesia Rafin. (1837) 
to a list of nomina rejicienda.
